, The point at issue was a paragraph 
in the committee’s report providing 
arraignment before the international 
court or national courts of all per­ 
sons deemed guilty o f many crimes 
“regardless of rank.” 
The Japan­ 
ese and American members made a 
Reservation on this provision. 
Twelve hundred and fifty copies 
o f the report were ordered printed 
but the printing was held up because 
tile dissenters wanted to include a 
memorandum setting forth the reas­ 
ons for their objections, while the 
other three desired simply to note 
the fact that there was a dissenting 
opinion. 
The American objection was based 
on the inability to find any interna­ 
tional law sanctioning prosecution 
the heads of states because it is leg- 
y assumed their actions an* dic­ 
tated by policies o f state. 
The Jap­ 
anese protested they could not sub­ 
scribe to a doctrine which would con­ 
tradict their theory that an emperor 
s a sacred person, reigning by divine 
right. 
There was some talk in B rit­ 
ish circles today that Premier Lloyd 
George will demand Wilhelm’s head 
open conference. 
If he does not 
get it, the former k a isers principal 
punishment is likely to be a para­ 
graph in the com mittee’s final report, 
ohdemning his actions, since there is 
reason to believe American legal ob­ 
jection- will carry greater weight in 
the conference than they did in com ­ 
mittee. 
The report, as finally drawn, in­ 
cludes ^-till another ground for in­ 
dictment of persons responsible for 
war crim es, making a total o f 32.

The work and expense of returning 
the 2,056,122 men who were sent to 
FYance to fight the battle of democ­ 
racy is one of the big expenditures 
which the Victory Loan will meet 
However, that is only one of the ma­ 
jor expenses. 
In order to i m p r e s s what f y n d s ar* 
needed in this work. it musr b e re 
membered that the men not only are 
to be brought back, but they must be 
provided for while in FYance awaiting 
'heir turn must be fed. clothed, given 
medical aid and kept in such condition 
hat they can take up their work 
where they left off when they enlisted 
in the fight for universal freedom 
among the people of the world. 
To contemplate the immensity of

transportation
